DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 94-96 and 1 10 are all the pending claims for this application. 

2. Claims 94-96 were amended in the Response of 12/21/09. 

3. Claims 94-96 and 1 10 are all the pending claims under examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
Enablement 

4. The rejection of Claims 94-96 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, because the 
specification does not reasonably provide enablement for a G28-1 scfv-lg having only 
the single VH domain and recognizing CD37 is withdrawn. 

Applicants have amended the claims to introduce the limitation for the scfv 
comprising both a VH and VL domain. 

Double Patenting 

5. The provisional rejection of Claims 94-96 on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 3, 4, 8, 10, 
11, 16, 18, 20, and 21 of copending Application No. 12/371,467 (not yet published) is 
withdrawn. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/21/09 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of the 
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Art Unit: 1643 

12/371,467 application has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer 
has been recorded.
